£30m agency bill pain 

L&D forks out millions to battle ‘recruitment challenges’

STAFF shortages are forcing a hos¬ 
pital to recruit overseas nurses in a 
bid to reduce its multi-million 
pound outlay on expensive agency 
workers. 

Luton and Dunstable Hospital 
spent £30.4 million on agency staff 
between 2012 and 2015, a Freedom 
of Information Request by Luton on 
Sunday has revealed. 

The biggest expenditure was on 
doctors (£12.8m), nurses (£9.9m) 


and clinical support staff (£4.9m). 

Additional spending was on man¬ 
agers (£1.02m), administrative staff 
(£1.3m) and ‘other’ staff (£389,063). 

An L&D spokeswoman said a 
number of factors such as ‘quality 
requirements’ had pushed up its 
need for medical staff. The hospital 
has so far recruited 108 nurses from 
Italy, Spain and Portugal, and this 
will rise to 120 in January. It is also 


bringing in 100 more nurses from 
India and the Philippines. 

Karen Webb, a regional director 
from the Royal College of Nurses, 
said there was ‘training gap’ for 
nurses and doctors which was 
affecting hospitals everywhere. 

She said: “The L&D has had some 
recruitment success overseas and it 
is expecting more nurses but long¬ 
term it’s not something the RCN 


would say is sustainable. But it is 
not the only hospital like this in the 
east of England.” 

An L&D spokeswoman said: “In 
line with other hospital trusts, the 
L&D is experiencing recruitment 
challenges in certain staff groups 
and specialities. The trust is looking 
to recruit as effectively as possible, 
and this includes both within the 
UK and overseas.” 


Stab victim 
‘failed’ by 
authorities 

AN investigation into the death of a man 
who was stabbed at his home 17 times 
has found there was a ‘systematic failure’ 
by a number of agencies to address his 
killer’s mental condition. 

Leonard Flower, 67, was killed in his 
garage in Carnegie Gardens, Luton, on 
October 22, 2013 by Sameer Babar, who 
was convicted of manslaughter by way of 
diminished responsibility in April of last 
year. 

His death sparked a serious case 
review. This week, a report produced by 
the Luton Safeguarding Adults Board, 
which was discussed by the Health and 
Wellbeing Board on Thursday night, found 
a number of agencies had failed to prop¬ 
erly assess Babar - who also lived in 
Carnegie Gardens - in the months prior to 
the incident. 

It states there was a failure to address 
Babar’s longstanding mental health con¬ 
dition, paranoid schizophrenia, which was 
unknown at the time of the attack. 

It also states that the first assessment 
into Babar’s mental health was made just 
four days prior to the killing of Mr Flower. 

The agencies named were; Luton 
Borough Council, Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Unit Review Team, South Essex 
Partnership Mental Health Trust (SEPT), 
Luton CCG and Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital. 

Professor Michael Preston-Shoot, for¬ 
mer chairman of the Luton Safeguarding 
Adults Board, said: “[Babar] was known 
to some agencies, and hindsight indicates 
that although he had no prior involvement 
with secondary mental health services, 
earlier and different action by agencies 
might have prevented this.” 

Luton Borough Council, SEPT and Luton 
CCG have all held reviews into protocols 
following this and have implemented a 
number of new safeguarding methods.

AN Indian restaurant owner is hop¬ 
ing to beat Google and Amazon to 
the punch by introducing a drone 
delivery service. 

Lutonian Aki Rahman, 30, who 
owns The Don in Milton Keynes, is 
hoping to have the service intro¬ 
duced in five to six weeks, flying 
curries to doorsteps in the area. 

Mr Rahman said: “The next step is 
to get my pilot’s licence from the 
Civil Aviation Authority (CAA) and 
then I can start flying it. 

“It started off as a joke suggestion 
but now it’s going ahead.” 

He received the drone as a present 
for his 30th birthday and it was not 
until a Transport for London 
employee who visited the restau¬ 
rant, who uses them on the London 


Underground for maintenance 
work, suggested they could be used 
to deliver, that Mr Rahman began to 
look at it as a serious business ven¬ 
ture. 

Mr Rahman, who has lived in 
Luton all his life and now resides in 
Edgcott Close, said: “I’m determined 
to beat Google and Amazon and be 
the first to use delivery drones.” 

He will control the flight from back 
at the restaurant and is just waiting 
on the licence and CAA approval to 
allow him to begin the airbourne 
deliveries. 

Mr Rahman admits that it would 
be a gimmick and he would have to 
charge a premium for delivery so as 
not to have hundreds of drone orders 
every day. 

He added: “It’s just so someone can 
say they’ve had the first takeaway 
delivered by drone.”

Bid to put Paulie’s name on plane

THE family of a man who died 
suddenly from an unexpected 
heart condition earlier this year 
are hoping to have a plane 
named in his memory. 

Stacey Tighe, 33, who runs a 
business in Luton, had her life 
turned upside down in February 
when her husband Paul (pic¬ 
tured), also know as Paulie, of 
nearly 11 years collapsed at their 
home at the age of 36. 

Paul had been working as an 
aircraft engineer for Luton-based 
Thomson Airways when he was 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. He had suffered from 
Sudden Arrhythmic Death 
Syndrome (SADs), the sudden 
death of an apparently fit and 
healthy young person. 

Since his death Stacey has 
been trying to secure as many 
public votes as possible to win a 
competition run by Thomson to 
name its new 787 Dreamliner. 

She said: “We’ve got a three- 
year-old little girl, Isabelle, who 
shared his love of planes. 


“Whenever she saw a transport 
plane she said is that daddy’s 
plane? I think it’s just so fitting, 
we’re not interested in the prize 
money that will go to charity. 

“It’s purely to keep him flying 
on in what he loved. I can’t 
change what’s happened. 

“I want our daughter to remem¬ 
ber her daddy and that’s really 
difficult as she was two-and-a- 
half at the time but if I can do 
this he will fly on forever.” 

Stacey said Paul’s death came 
as a shock to her family as he 
had no known health problems 
and liked to keep fit. 

She said: “He was never ill. He 
was just sitting there on the sofa. 

“It just happened. It’s awful; he 
was perfectly well. He played 
football a couple of times a week 
and didn’t drink or smoke. 

“I went into shock, I just never 
saw it coming. I don’t want Paul 
to have died in vain, I can’t let it 
just be for nothing. If that means 
raising awareness of SADs - 
something has to come out of it.” 


Irish bar slammed for 
ban on poppy wearers

PUNTERS were left outraged last 
weekend when a bar owner allegedly 
told them to remove their poppies in 
the early hours of Remembrance 
Sunday. 

This led to a protest on Sunday 
evening outside the venue in ques¬ 
tion - Bar 32, Midland Road, Luton - 
which Bedfordshire Police attended. 

Former EDL leader Tommy 
Robinson attended the protests. 

He said: “As it’s the only nightclub 
left in Luton I want people to make an 
informed decision after this. 

“The poppy also commemorates all 


of the Irish who died in the First 
World War, like my great-grandfa¬ 
ther.” 

Ill-feeling was further aggravated 
by a series of taunting Facebook posts 
by Bar 32, referring to people wearing 
poppies as EDL supporters, among 
other insults. 

A post on the bar’s Facebook page 
read: ‘Ha ha if I offended people 
tonight (good) for wearing the flower 
of (terrorist) these young (EDL) lads/ 
kids have to learn grow up’ [sic]. 

‘Where else you going to get a drink 
after 2am there still a few of us 
left in Luton from the wee North good 
luck Mo Chara’s [“my friends” in 


Irish] please share’. 

Detective inspector Sean Quinn 
said: “We were called at approxi¬ 
mately 6.30pm on Sunday to reports 
of threats being made against Bar 32 
in Luton, following a dispute in the 
bar earlier that day. 

“Later that evening, a protest was 
held outside the bar, again linked to 
the earlier dispute. 

“Officers attended to ensure that 
the protest ran smoothly. 

“A police investigation is currently 
underway into both the dispute and 
the subsequent threats.” 

The bar’s owner Adrian Robb would 
not comment on the incident.

Family ‘unhappy’ 
with baby report

A COUPLE whose baby was 
stillborn last year has ‘dis¬ 
missed’ a hospital report 
into her death. 

Mousomi Shabnam and 
Mohammed Amin {pictured), 
from Biscot Road, Luton, lost 
their daughter Aanha Beg 
Amin last November after 
Mousomi was admitted to the 
Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital. 

According to the report 
released this week, mother 
Mousomi called the midwife 
to say her baby was not mov¬ 
ing before being admitted on 
November 9. Upon arrival the 
baby’s heartbeat was not 
checked for an hour, the 
report added. 

When she was eventually 
checked no heartbeat was 
found and Aanha was still¬ 


born the following morning. 

The couple met with the 
hospital on Monday following 
the publication of an inde¬ 
pendent report which did not 
identify the cause of death 
but recommended the hospi¬ 
tal review its policies. 

Mr Amin said: “We dis¬ 
missed the report, it did not 


investigate the truth of why 
this happened in the hospital 
and why my baby is dead. 

“I believe they did not tell 
the truth and they protected 
themselves. 

“It did not say anything 
about how they treated us 
and we feel this is the second 
cover up. 

“They are wasting time.” 

Pat Reid, chief nurse at the 
hospital, said: “Although a 
placental abnormality 
appears to have been the 
most likely cause of the still¬ 
birth, the trust accepts that 
some processes could have 
been better. 

“We met with the family to 
discuss these findings and 
they have raised additional 
questions and we have agreed 
to investigate these. 

“As with any unexpected 
death, we are committed to 
taking any learning we can 
from this serious incident.”

THE logo of budget airline giant easyjet 
could soon be emblazoned on the side of our 
county's police cars. 

An easyjet executive dropped a hint that this 
could happen at the airline’s 20th birthday 
event at Luton Airport on Tuesday. 

This comes a week after police and crime 
commissioner Oily Martins announced he 
would be looking at the option of sponsoring 
police vehicles as a way of increasing funding 
for the cash-strapped police force. 

Peter Duffy, easyjet’s group commercial 
director of customer, product and marketing, 
was asked about the police sponsorship plans 
and whether the airline would be interested, 
to which he responded: “They [Bedfordshire 
Police] have been in contact.” 



Carolyn McCall, CEO of easyjet added: “It’s 
interesting but I’ve not really had a chance to 
think about it over the last week.” 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Police said: 
“We are looking at various income generation 
options, one of which could be sponsorship.” 


Government ‘not helping’ police funding crisis 


THE amount of cash Bedfordshire Police receives 
from central government will once again be 
reviewed after it admitted this week a ‘statistical 
error’ had been made in its earlier calculations. 

On Monday, policing minister Mike Penning said a 
the Government had made a mistake in calculating 
how much funding forces in England and Wales 
should be given. 

The proposed changes would have seen 
Bedfordshire given 0.9 per cent of the national 
police grant in 2016 - the same it currently receives. 


However police and crime commissioner Oily 
Martins said the mistake did not help Bedfordshire 
Police in its bid to secure more cash. In a desperate 
attempt to increase funding, Mr Martins is looking 
at a variety of options to boost the force’s coffers. 

He said: “The point is that the force is approach¬ 
ing the point of no longer being viable. 

“We deserve to be protected from further cuts 
because we have urban policing challenges but a 
rural level of funding which means we are already 
the worst funded police force in the country.”

Furthermore, the council tells me it made some £345,000 
out of bus lane fines in one year across the town. I believe 
this information should be public knowledge in the inter¬ 
est of Bedford drivers and visitors.

WHAT’S IN A NAME? 


...that which we call a rose by 
any other name would smell as 
sweet...If you have been paying 
attention you may have noticed 
that the Bedfordshire & Luton 
Archives & Records Service 
changed its name recently. Its 
manager Pamela Birch explains 



what is behind the move 


OVER the last 100 years the 
county record office has had 
several different names. 

Originally known as 
Bedfordshire County 
Muniments, our first change 
was in 1930 when we 
became Bedfordshire County 
Record Office. This name 
lasted until 1997 when Luton 
Borough Council became a 
unitary authority and it was 
felt we should reflect that we 
were funded by both 
Bedfordshire County Council 
and Luton. 

At the time there was also 
a wish to show that we oper¬ 
ate both a records manage¬ 
ment service for semi-cur¬ 
rent records and a service 
for those records that have 
been selected to be kept 
permanently as archives. 

This led to the adoption of 
the very long name 
Bedfordshire & Luton 
Archives & Records Service. 

Although this name 
reflected the funding 
arrangements and the two 
branches of the service it 
always caused problems. 

It was too long and people 
were tempted to shorten it to 
an acronym. I have been 
with the service long enough 
to remember the meeting 
that declared we would not 
use the acronym, but when 
faced with a tight word limit 
even we succumbed. 

Secondly, people thought 
that because Luton got a 
special mention it meant our 
office was there. It confused 
people trying to find us. 

In April 2009 Bedfordshire 
County Council ceased to 
exist. The service became 
hosted by Bedford Borough 
Council and funded by 


Bedford, Central 
Bedfordshire and Luton. 

What to do? We could not 
make the name even longer 
to reflect the new funding 
arrangements and, in a time 
of great change, it was con¬ 
sidered that some stability 
might be good and so our 
long name remained. 

So why change now? The 
frustrations caused by the 
name have continued. 

We regularly ask authors, 
editors and, in some cases, 
staff, to correct mistakes 
they have made in our name, 
and in spite pleading that 
no-one uses the acronym, it 
keeps popping up. 

In preparing to apply for 
Archive Service Accreditation 
it seemed an appropriate 
time to make changes so the 
application was in the name 
we wished to have. 

Therefore, it was decided 
that from our 102nd birthday 
on October 24, 2015, we 
would become Bedfordshire 
Archives & Records Service. 

However, to make things 
easier for credit lines and so 
on, we will also use the 
shortened forms of 
Bedfordshire Archives when 
referring to the archive and 
Bedfordshire Records 
Service when referring to the 
internal records. 

It doesn’t mean we love 
Luton less. Bedfordshire 
Archives has recently 
increased its holdings of 
Luton material significantly 
and has worked with Luton 
Cultural Services Trust to put 
on a range of events in 
Luton, while Bedfordshire 
Records Service continues to 
administer hard-copy 
records for the authority.

Green space future 
be a ‘challenge’

A COLLEGE will work with 
residents to secure the open 
use of its playing fields, it has 
said. 

Barnfield College, which 
this week was told by Ofsted it 
had made ‘significant’ pro¬ 
gress, said selling its New 
Bedford Road site at market 
prices and keeping the field 
open for public use would be 
a ‘challenge’. 

On Tuesday, Luton Borough 


councillors instructed chief 
executive Trevor Holden to 
create a legal framework 
which would keep the green 
space next to the college for¬ 
ever open for public use. 

The college wants to sell its 
site and move to a central 
town location but question 
marks have been raised about 
the future of the field under a 
new owner. 

Principal Tim Eyton-Jones 
and his staff met residents 
and councillors on Tuesday 
night to discuss their con¬ 
cerns. He said the college 


wanted to create ‘outstand¬ 
ing facilities’ but had to do 
this with little or no external 
funding available. 

He said: “We acknowledge 
the concerns of the local resi¬ 
dents of Barnfield and we 
would prefer an option that 
would both allow us to realise 
the market value of the estate 
while keeping the grounds 
available to the public for 
perpetuity. 

“This will be a challenge 
and we call on everybody 
concerned to work together 
to help realise this outcome.”

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Housing move to 
help in cuts fight

BECOMING a business land¬ 
lord will help a housing asso¬ 
ciation face increased finan¬ 
cial pressures, its chief exec¬ 
utive has said. 

Lynda Rees, from Luton 
Community Housing (LCH), 
said her organisation needed 
to look at new ways to secure 
its long-term future. 

LCH recently bought the 
two-floor Bramingham 
Business Centre building. 

The 8,694 sqft property was 
acquired with the help of 
national commercial proper¬ 
ty consultancy Lambert 
Smith Hampton and LCH is 
in the process of moving its 
entire operation to the site. 

Earlier this year Chancellor 
George Osborne announced 
that housing associations 
would have to cut their rents 
by one per cent every year 
from April 2016. 

Mrs Rees said the rent cuts, 
coupled with reductions in 
other area areas, meant she 
had to consider new ways of 
raising money. 

She said: “We would have 
done this anyway because we 
see that growth is important 


for this organisation. 

“Some housing associations 
have said they would look at 
cutting what they spend on 
maintenance but we do not 
think that is a good thing. 

“We change our kitchens 
every 20 years and bath¬ 
rooms every 25 years and if 
they fall apart in between 
then we replace them. 

“Other people would add 
five years to that replacement 
schedule but we do not think 
that is an ideal way and that 
would be a last resort.” 


She added: “The property 
gives us commercial rents so 
hopefully that helps us man¬ 
age in the future. That’s one 
of the reasons we went for it. 

“We have also expanded by 
bringing our cleaning con¬ 
tracts in-house, so we employ 
a number of our residents 
and it gives them something 
to put on their CV. 

“We have done the same 
with our gardening contracts 
so in the future we hope to 
sell those services to other 
companies.”

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Top cops’ no show 
upsets councillors

POLITICIANS have criticised the chief con¬ 
stable and the crime commissioner for fail¬ 
ing to attend a meeting to answer questions 
on the force’s financial position. 

Deputy leader of Luton Borough Council, 

Sian Timoney, said councillors were ‘disap¬ 
pointed’ Jon Boutcher and Oily Martins did 
not make themselves available on Tuesday. 

The pair were invited by mayor Cllr Dave 
Taylor to each talk for five minutes and then 
answer questions. However, less than two 
hours before the meeting Mr Martins sent 
councillors an e-mail stating their time slot 
was ‘inadequate to do justice to the complex 
and challenging issues’ facing the force. He 
suggested meeting at another time. 

Cllr Timoney said: “I think the majority of us 
would say we are disappointed they did not 
attend on Tuesday night, because there were a 
lot of questions that members wanted to ask 
and it’s disappointing that they did not come.” 

Cllr Mohammed Hussain added that many 
councillors wanted to discuss interviews the 
pair had given to the national press about 
drug and terrorism problems in Luton. 

He said: “We were expecting them and want¬ 
ed to ask them questions. We support them 
100 per cent in terms of funding, but I was not 
pleased with the headlines because we have a 
serious problem recruiting teachers and social 
workers, and it does not help us.” 

Bedfordshire Police would not comment at 
this time but said the chief met councillors 
afterwards to discuss plans for the future. 


Right up your street 

Hats off to the 
roads named 
by Thomas 

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about the 
roads linked to the town’s straw hat trade... 

What are the origins of the names of two 
streets off Malzeard Road and Studley Road? 

The answer lies with a man who played a 
key part in the success of the Luton straw 
hat trade. Born in 1828 in Kirkby Malzeard, a 
plait making centre in Yorkshire, Thomas Lye 
opened his bleaching and dyeing works on 
land he purchased by Wardown Park in 1857. 

Synthetic aniline dyes, invented in 1856, 
revolutionised the dyeing industry, allowing 
the creation of a range of bold colours for 
straw plait not possible using natural dyes. 

When roads were laid out on land not used 
by the business at the end of the 19th centu¬ 
ry, in addition to Malzeard, Lye chose Studley 
Road from Studley Park, the location of 
Fountains Abbey near his birthplace. 

His venture closed in the 1960s and the 
building with the tall chimney was pulled 
down in 1990. Knights Field and Earls Meade 
was built in its place.

on the future. 

In 1995, 28-year-old Stelios 
Haji-Ioannou had a dream 
to make flying accesible to 
all and no longer 
just a domain of 
the elite. 

He wanted to 
make flying as easy 
and as cheap as 
using the bus, pay¬ 
ing just for your 
seat and then any 
extras you wanted 
on top. 

It is difficult to 
quibble over 
whether he has 
achieved at least 
one of those aims, 
with the airline’s initial 
flight costing £29 - the same 
as it does today. 

The first flight was on 
November 10, 1995, from 
Luton Airport to Glasgow

Several members of staff 
have remained at the com¬ 
pany since the first day with 
Lisa Burger the most promi¬ 
nent, behind Sir Haji- 
Ioannou. 

Mrs Burger checked in the 
very first easyjet passenger 
and has now risen to be 
head of customer experience 
at the airline. 

She said: “Memories of that 
day were of hope and excite¬ 


ment, despite there being so 
many non-believers. 

“When we all saw the 
first aircraft leave the 
ground there was a 
great sense of 
excitement.” 

Mrs Burger 
added: “The spirit 
that was there on 
the very first day is 
still there today.” 

Since then, easyjet 
has expanded from one 
base in Luton, which is its 


headquarters, to 27 in total 
with 134 different destina¬ 
tions. 

Next up is a plan to 
expand and update the fleet 
to keep up with demand, 
with orders of Airbus A320s 
and A320neos expected. 

Looking to the future, chief 
executive Carolyn McCall 
said, at least in the short¬ 
term or medium-term that 
easyjet would not be looking 
at the possibility of long- 
haul flights, feeling the 
company has a long way to 
go in its current domain. 

She said: “We can do so 
much more in Europe. 

“While it may look like we 
do a lot, we only have eight 
per cent of the market share. 

“We can do so much more 
in areas we already have a 
presence. 

“We just don’t need to look 
at expanding into long haul 
at the moment, we don’t 
need to.” 

Finishing his 
speech, Sir Haji- 
Ioannou said: 
“There are 30,000 
people who work 
hard every day, 
including all the 
contractors who 
make this possi¬ 
ble. To them I 
want to say keep it 
up, happy birthday, and 
here’s to another 20 years.”

IT’S an extra special Christmas 
this year for Indira Doug- 
Duffield from Maryport Road, 
Luton as she becomes a teenager 
- an age her family was told 
she’d never reach. 

Indira’s parents, Dally Doug-

Library takeover 



THE silence of one library will be shat¬ 
tered when the county’s post-punk his¬ 
tory is brought to life. 

Dump it on Parliament Revisited will 
delve into Bedfordshire’s culture of the 
1970s and 80s to create a contempo¬ 
rary living artwork through an immer¬ 
sive, live music and theatre experience. 

Created by Artists DashnDem and 
Roshi Nasehi, the project, which will pay 
homage to a 1986 cassette tape called 
Dump it on Parliament, was made in 
protest at a proposed nuclear waste 
dump in the county and created by local 
alternative musicians including The 
Twitch, Karma Sutra and Click Click. 

Artists DashnDem said: “We don’t 
want libraries to disappear, but that 
means they have to move with the 
times while retaining what is unique 
about them. 

“This project looks at how we can 
better emphasise their place as reposi¬ 
tories for local history, making it more 
accessible and relevant today and to 
future generations. 

Dump it on Parliament Revisited is 
being produced in partnership with 
Steve Spon, the frontman of influential 
Bedfordshire band UK 
Decay, who inadvert¬ 
ently coined the musical 
genre term ‘goth’ that 
helped inspire a move¬ 
ment spawning the likes 
of Siouxsie and The 
Banshees and pre-fame 
Adam and The Ants. 


Steve is working with local bands - 
including Spoilers, The 
Defekters, Corolla, The 
Kindred and Grand Mai - 
to produce covers of the 
original tracks and create 
new songs for the perfor¬ 
mance while, on the night, 
there will be surprise dra¬ 
matic, theatrical interventions from 


Adventures in Theatre, Grove Youth 
Theatre and Arts Leaders. 

Early in 2016, all of this will be 
included in a brand new Central 
Bedfordshire Libraries sound archive, 
documenting the era. 

The artisist added: “Socially, cultural¬ 
ly and economically the post-punk peri¬ 
od has similarities to the modern day 
but, fundamentally, it was a movement 


of people, artists and musicians that 
cared about their community and were 
socially engaged with what happened 
their towns. That’s why revisiting this 
era and reworking the music can help 
connect communities and generations, 
old and new.”

Hearts of 

Oakley 

Oakley has its roots in the Saxon era, meaning 
‘oak trees in a meadow’. EMMA-JANE WALKER 
explores a Bedfordshire village with a great 
community feel set in picturesque countryside 


As the old saying goes - 
‘mighty oaks from little 
acorns grow.’ The same can 
also be said for well estab¬ 
lished villages, where tradi¬ 
tions and generations of fam¬ 
ilies take root. 

When it comes to endur¬ 
ance there can be no better 
association than with the 
the sturdy oak, the wood 
of choice for the nation’s 
battleships when Britannia

ruled the waves. 

With its staunch village cre¬ 
dentials stretching back to 
the Domesday book Oakley, 
lying four miles north west of 
Bedford along the Great 
Ouse, is home to a popula¬ 
tion of around 2,500. It is def¬ 
initely the size of community 
where many people tend to 
know each other. 

The estate was once owned 
by the fourth Duke of 
Bedford. Many of the cottag¬ 
es which still exist were built 
in a programme of improve¬ 
ments by the seventh duke in 
the mid 19th century. 

Growing slowly but surely, 
Oakley expanded in the 
1920s with the development 
by Lovell homes. Post World 
War Two the whole face of 
the village was changed with 
the sale of Grange Farm, and 
the subsequent construction 
of new housing. 

■ Parks 

Wherever you live in Oakley 
you will only be five minutes’ 
walk from the park in the 
centre of the village. But this 


isn’t the only green area in 
the village. The recreational 
ground next to the sports and 
social club is where weekly 
games of football and cricket 
are played as well as being 
home to the popular tennis/ 
netball courts. 

■ Amenities 

There are sports fields for 
football, rugby and cricket 
and there is also a boules 
pitch for those who favour a 
more Gallic pastime. The vil¬ 
lage hall is also a busy hub, 
holding the rural play 
scheme as well as numerous 
weekly activities for all ages 
including karate, Rainbows, 
dance and fitness classes 
and, it goes without saying, 
the Women’s Institute. 

The Old School is also availa¬ 
ble to hire for parties and 
classes. 

■ Shops 

The local post office is no 
more than a 10 minute walk 
from wherever you live in the 
village, so not long to get that 
pint of milk in the morning, 



pick up a paper or send a par¬ 
cel. 

Having one main shop 
brings a strong community 
feel and it is another great 
meeting place for a chat. 
Oakley is also now home to a 
coffee shop O’ For Coffee, 
which includes a craft shop 
which hosts various work¬ 
shops and a vintage styled 
tearoom. 

■ Pubs and clubs 

The popular Bedford Arms 
pub is visited by people from 


all over the area and has built 
a reputation for the quality of 
its food. Typical treats on the 
menu include mushroom 
ravioli and steak, kidney and 
smoked oyster steamed pud¬ 
ding. 

Oakley is also home to the 
Sports and Social Club which 
hosts football, netball, darts, 
pool and cricket teams as 
well as being a place to 
socialise with friends over a 
drink and a snack. Family 
events take place on a regu¬ 
lar basis. 


■ Transport 

Oakley is around a 15 minute 
drive from the nearest big 
town of Bedford. But if you 
don’t own a car there are 
buses that run every half an 
hour through Oakley to 
Bedford town centre as well 
as a service going all the way 
to Kettering. 

■ Schools 

Oakley Lower is the school 
for 4-9 year olds in Oakley, 
while its neighbour Lincroft 
School caters for older stu-

■ House styles 

The centre of the village is 
made up mostly of 1960s and 
70s brick built houses. 

There are other styles around 
the edge of the village in par¬ 
ticular, where a number of 
houses on the outer roads 
were built by the Duke of 
Bedford for his farm workers. 


OAKLEY OUTLOOK: From the welcoming 
The Bedford Arms to the approach across 
an ancient arched bridge, the village has a

Citroen DS5 

Take a look inside... 


This DS5 loses its previous 
Citroen branding and gets a 
facelift, a revised interior and 
some efficiency tweaks. Will this 
be enough to turn round the 
fortunes of one of the market’s 
most underrated and undiscov¬ 
ered gems? 

The car is offered with a choice 
of no fewer than five power- 
plants. The most exotic is the 
Hybrid 4x4, which ditches the old 
Hybrid4 tag but retains the 200PS 
diesel hybrid tech. Petrol options 
include the THP 165, which 
comes with start-stop technol¬ 
ogy and is mated to a six-speed 
automatic transmission. 

The gem is the top BlueHDi 
180 unit. This auto-only model 
is able to polish off the sprint to 
62mph in 9.2 seconds and keep 
going to I 37mph. 

The suspension has been 
revised to better suit British 
roads, the stiff springing on early 
DS5 models having provoked 
grumbles that the ride quality was 
never quite as cosseting as many 
expected from a big Citroen. 

This version gets revised PLV 
(pre-loaded valve) shock absorb¬ 
ers to help reduce floatiness at 
higher speeds. 

The styling updates aren’t too 
dramatic, but serve to remind 
us what a striking-looking car 


the DS5 really is. The front end 
introduces some of the styling 
themes of the DS3 model and the 
revised grille features a DS logo 
in place of the traditional Citroen 
chevron. 

The headlights are different too, 
with xenon and LED options, 
while the light pods incorporate 
scrolling indicators. The bonnet 
panel has also been re-proflled, 
flowing into a set of chrome ‘sa¬ 
bres’ that run from the tips of the 
headlights to the front windows. 

Overall, the DS5 is nothing like 
an Audi, BMW or Mercedes and 
is all the better for it. True, it’ll 
take a while to convince British 
buyers that a big, French con¬ 
tender is anything other than a 
hugely speculative punt, but if po¬ 
tential buyers can be persuaded 
into a test drive, this car is in with 
a real chance of making sales. 

Spinning the DS brand off on 
its own is an interesting and bold 
manoeuvre, but we can’t see 
it changing much regarding the 
way this DS5 is perceived. British 
buyers are some of the most 
sceptical customers in the world 
and they can sniff out a market¬ 
ing stunt pretty quickly. Do your 
homework on the running costs, 
compare what you get for your 
money and the DS5 starts to 
come good.

Young England must evolve 



On Wednesday afternoon 
Stuart Lancaster opted to fall 
on his sword before he was 
shoved off the proverbial cliff 
by the RFU, by resigning as 
head coach of the England 
rugby team. 

His departure was some¬ 
thing that was expected from 
the moment England crashed 
out of the Rugby World Cup 
when the tournament itself 
still had almost a month left 
to run. 

It’s little wonder their play¬ 
ers left the field after their 
33-13 hiding by Australia 
looking bemused, as even 
they may have been unsure as 
to what the game plan actu¬ 
ally was. 

In just over six months, 
England had gone from being 
a team that already had a 
solid pack but with a vibrant 
young back line that were 


beginning to tear it up, to 
being one with neither after 
Lancaster got the jitters 
before the match with Wales. 

This is all with the benefit of 
hindsight, of course, but it 
made little sense to drop 
George Ford, the fly-half who 
had been at the fulcrum of his 
side’s best attacking moves 
after one game of the World 
Cup. 

Then there’s the whole Sam 
Burgess fiasco, which has left 
no party smelling of roses. It 
made less sense to plunge a 
player who hadn’t yet learned 
his position into a game of 
such magnitude; even if it was 
simply to stop lamie Roberts 
getting into the game. 

It was such muddled think¬ 
ing that made Lancaster’s 
position untenable and has 
left the RFU thinking they 
have no option but to go for¬ 
eign in replacing him. 

But if there is one positive of 
Lancaster’s time in charge, it 
is that he wasn’t afraid to give 
young players a chance, as 
opposed to his predecessor, 
Martin johnson, who invari¬ 
ably played it safe by picking 
experience over youth, no 
matter how dull the ensuing 



rugby. 

It is because of this that, 
whoever it is that takes over, 
does so with the state of the 
England team better than the 
mess johnson left behind 


after the previous World Cup 
failure in 2011. 

It’s evolution rather than 
revolution that is required 
this time - no need to rip it up 
and start again and appoint a 


captain with only one inter¬ 
national cap under his belt. 

Some of the players in there 
like Ford, Jonathan joseph, 
Anthony Watson and Billy 
Vunipola are only going to get

better and there are other 
youngsters waiting in the 
wings with their chance sure¬ 
ly not far away. 

We were given a glimpse of 
what Henry Slade is capable 
of against Uruguay and it 
would be a big surprise if 
Maro Itoje, an absolute 
machine for Saracens, wasn’t 
involved in next year’s Six 
Nations. 

There genuinely is a good 
team in the making. What it 
needs is a coach that is willing 
to let them play and not go for 
the safe option just because 
the opposition have a big guy 
playing at inside centre. 

The Rugby World Cup 
showed that rugby is still a 
sport for people of different 
shapes. 

Hopefully, England have 
now learned style can be built 
upon substance.

In the downpour Luton told Barnet 
to calm it - again. 

That’s to paraphrase a line in the 
‘Champions’ rap, but much has 
changed since the lyrics of Kanye 
West’s ‘Touch the Sky’ were changed 
to document Town’s title-winning 
Conference season. 

The wet stuff didn’t fall down in 
quite the Biblical proportions of 

their last meeting with the Bees 

either, but for a glorious opening 
half 8,497 onlookers could have tes¬ 
tified that Luton looked like the 
league winners they want to be. 

During that time, the perplexing 
underuse of Danny Green was 
exposed as, in his first League Two 
appearance in almost two months, 
the winger injected an attacking 
quality rarely seen on home soil this 
season, topping off his maiden 
home start with a blockbusting 
opener on 25 minutes. 

He wasn’t solely responsible for 


the upturn in quality with Paul 
Benson - on his first fourth-tier out¬ 
ing since August - ensuring the ball 
stuck up front, but the real revela¬ 
tion was Josh McQuoid. 

Not that it should be much of one 
after his two FA Cup goals last week¬ 
end, but what a difference he has 
made when employed in a central 
striker’s role. 

Funny that. Put a goalscorer in a 
position where he can do just that, 
sit back and reap the benefits. 

Too often told to plough a wide 
furrow, McQuoid hadn’t made as 
big an impact in an orange shirt as 
his Bournemouth history suggest¬ 
ed. He has now. 

His pace was the sort of bums-off- 
seats stuff that could help the 
Hatters turn a strangely quiet 
Kenilworth Road into a fortress. 

This was only Luton’s third victory 
in the league this term at the old 
ground - moving them one point off 
the play-offs - but also a third on 
the spin in all competitions. 

They began brightly and the only 
blot on McQuoid’s copybook was 
that he should have scored with a 
header, but the striker soon made 
Barnet pay with a driving run before 
laying off to Green. 

Previously told by boss John Still 


that he wasn’t putting in the hard 
yards in training, the former MK 
Dons ace still had a lot of work to do 
but he rifled spectacularly into the 
top corner from the edge of the area. 

It was the goal that Town’s high- 
tempo start deserved and from 
there they swarmed all over the 
Bees with McGeehan twice trying 
his luck from range with a wicked 
deflection almost getting the better 
of Stephens. 

The Barnet keeper rescued his side 
with an instinctive stop to keep out 
a glancing McQuoid header but 
Luton’s dominance didn’t bleed 
into the second half where, early on, 
John Akinde squandered a golden 
chance to level. 

McQuoid then fashioned a second 
goal after with another lightning 
run and cross. Luton could easily 
have had a penalty when Andy 
Yiadom clattered Smith but 
McGeehan buried the loose ball in 
the bottom corner. 

And for once, there was no late 
panic, no last-gasp drama, just a 
deserved chance for applause to 
rain down from all sides of the sta¬ 
dium for man-of-the-match 
McQuoid when he was substituted 
just before full time, strolling off 
calm as you like.
